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messaging signals; and 

(C) discarding the voice channel assignment signals. 

19. The method of claim 18, wherein: 

the voice channel assignment signals and the short messaging signals are time- 
division multiplexed in the digital control channel. 

20. The method of claim 18, wherein step (A) comprises the step of: 
demultiplexing the digital control channel. 

2 1 . The method of claim 1 8, further comprising the step of: 

paging a receiver in the cellular messaging network using the short messaging 
signals. —
